Notice the words “on me” 
are left out of the NIV The 
statement implied is that 
everlasting life is 
obtainable without Christ 
The NIV leaves out the 
words “through his blood” 
as if forgiveness were 
attainable by human effort 
without the need of Christ 
Sacrifice!!! 

The words “for us” were 
left out of the NIV to imply 
that Christ suffering was of 
no benefit to us 


Notice the NIV replaces the 
word infallible with the 
word convincing implying 
that the word of God is 
changeable and fallible!!! 


Notice the use of the 
indefinite article in the NIV 
implying that the Holy 

Sabbath day was one of the 
ceremonial Sabbaths.

The NIV was produced to facilitate a systematic belief that would uphold and 
support a one world religion. The NIV is a bible that was produced in order that it might 
adequately represent and embrace the concepts and philosophies of all religions both 
Christian and non-Christian.
